chased in the open market, like auto- 
mobiles or motor boats, scores ot pro- 
gressive young sportsmen in this coun- 
try are trying to find out what course 
ot instruction and practice may be 
necessary to become expert aviators. 


Thus far the Wright brothers' pupils 


in Europe are tho only ones competent 
lo speak on that subject as '.they are 
the only men who have passed through 
the school. 
They say It Is quite as 


easy to learn to handle an aeroplane 
as to become a competent automobile 
driver. The recent success of Count 
Lambert and Paul Tissandlor. Wilbur 
Wright's first pupils In France, would 
seem to jirov<r the truth of-these asser- 
tion!!. 


The Wrights have 
repeatedly de- 


clared that in six or eight flights any 
man with pood self-control and keen 
wit could learn to operate an aero- 


teaching of two officers of the United 
States signal corps at Fort Jlyer and 
expect to complete this course of in- 
struction in two or three days. 


M. Paul Tissandier. of France, the 


first pupil to handle the Wright ma- 
chine, recently 
made the 
following 


statement concerning his experiences 
in learning to fly: 


"In my first trip with Wilbur Wright 


I did nothing but follow closely every 
movement of the pilot and accustom 
mystclf to the new sensation of rush- 
ing through the air. From the outset 
I had the conviction that steering an 
aeroplane was a very easy matter. 
After seven lessons with my instruc- 
tor, making a total of two hours and 
eleven minutes in the air. I vras allowed 
to steer the machine nlonc and found 
II not a difficult performance. 


"Mr. WriEht first allowed me to hold 


the elevation rudder, controlling the 
ascent and descent of tho aeroplane. 
All the time Mr. Wright kept his hand 
on the tevcr operating the vertical 


rudder and 
the flexing wing tips. 


When I was sufficiently 
advanced I 


was allowed to take the second lever, 
the operation of which is more deli- 
cate. 
After this my education 
was 


practically finished, and I was allowed 
to take full charge of the machine with 
Mr. Wright sitting by my side, ready 
to interfere if I made a mistake. 


"While !• consider the handling of an 


aeroplane, especially one of tho Wright 
model, quite simple, there is no doubt 
that the practice of other sports, es- 
pecially automo'nllng and ballooning, 
help an aeroplane apprenticeship. All 
exercises which train a man to have 
full control of himself, to never allow 
his nerve to dominate when subjected 
to the sensations of speed nnd height, 
are an excellent preparation for avia- 
tion. 
But 
In order 
to become an 


aviator in a very short time it is not 
necessary to have any acrobatic skill 
AH thai is necessary is to be a Kcw>d 
sportsman and always to have self- 
control."

By rushing them into arith- 
metical or grammatical analysis be- 
fore their development warrants It 
they are made to dislike the subjects. 
Permanent aversion to school is the 
legitimate result of putting children 
at work on studies they are not ma- 
ture enough to apprehend. The meth- 
od of present education, however, of- 
ten counts for as much as maturity." 


Condemns Crowding. 


The speaker condemned the attempt 


to put high school branches into gram- 
mar grades or intermediate studies in- 
to primary grades and .said that edu- 
cative-agencies must look continuous- 
y to the care of the physical and emo- 
lonal as well as the intellectual side 
f education.

They dirt not an- 
nounce the result of their investiga- 
tion, but said the aeroplane would not 
be ready for air night before Tuesday 
at the earliest, because It would be 
necessary to pond to their Dayton shop 
for cloth with which to repair the 
damage to the planes. 


"My motor stopped just as I was 


over the neroplnne shed," said Orville 
Wright, after the machine had been 
returned to the shed. "When you are 
over bushes and trees you can't see 
their height and it was due to a mis- 
calculation on my part thai the wing 
hit the tree and swung the machine 
around, causing it to land side wise on 
the skids. 
If It hadn't been for the 


tree I would have landed safely. 


Accident Mars Best Day. 


"It was too bad the accident hap- 


pened, because the machine was gn- 
Ing fine today. It was making better 
speed than yesterday and more than 
the machine that 1 used last year. 1 
should judge the machine was going 
more than forty miles an hour at cer- 
tain times."

Sir Arthur Cowell-Stepney was the

baronet publicly renouncing and ad-

A merlon. 


Death Recalls Divorce Suit. 


The divorce suit of Stepney's wife, 


which was heard In London In .May. 
1003. 
was one of thi> strangest which 


ever have been recorded In thn Ens- 
llsh courts. 
The charge was deser- 


tion. 


It was stated by counsel that the pe- 


titioner xvns a daughter of the late 
Lord tin Tahlpy and thf respondent 
wos formerly a member of parliament 


j and a 
large 
landed 
proprietor In 


Wales. The respondent not merely de- 
nied dfsertlon. hut he set up a decree 
of divorce, obtained hy him In Idaho, 
a decree which the petitioner asserted 
was founded on an alleged domicile 
which was not hona. licln and had none 
of the circumstances of a legitimate 
domicile. The decree was obtained on 
March .1, and,' said counsel. If the de- 
cree was unchallenged In England the 
entailed ostate, nf which Miss Elsie 
Stepney, the daughter of the marriage, 
was tnnant In tall, would be affected 
and her rights Impeached. 


The marriage 
took 
place in 1S7S. 


There were during the first few months 
certain eccentricities on the part of 
the respondent, to which Lady Cowell- 
Stepney did not pay much attention. 
On the birth of the daughter in Sep- 
tember, 1876, he showed the greatest 
delight. 
On Oct. 0, 1S76, he left nig 


home and had never since lived with 
his wife. 


Suit Over Child's Custody. 


Certain allegations which Cowell- 


Stepney made at the time against his 
wife were'Investigated and were found 
to be baseless. They 'were the result 
of mental delusion, for which he was 
treated by Sir William. Gull and Dr. 
ilaiidsley, which hesulted In the re- 
spondent being sent abroad with 
doctor In 1877. In 1882 husband and 
wife met, and he showed then, as at all 
times, great affection £or his daughter. 


In 1800 the respondent fell under the 


strange delusion that certain pictures 
of an Impure kind were being made of 
his daughter, and 
lift wrote to Lady 


Stopnoy to the effect that such por- 
traiture would be damaging to the fu- 
ture welfare of their child.

The pattern does not provide for this 
extra plege, but as It is made from 
straight pieces of the goods seamed 
together and about once and a half as 
long as the lower edge of the apron, 
It will not be difficult to construct.

Supreme Court Holds the 


Disputed Act of 1895 


, 
to be Valid. 


indianapolis, July 3.—The republican 


officers of the state house were elated, 
yesterday at the decision of the su- 
preme court in the custodian and state 
house engineer cases. By the decision 
of the court the republican stand in the 
case is vindicated, and the republican 
appointees, Charles J. 
Wheeler and 


Samuel Shutt, custodian and engineer, 
respectively, will retain their positions. 
Wheeler and Shutt have been "on pos- 
session" and only held the offices to 
this date by that right. By agreement, 
however. Wheeler divided his salary 
with Thomas F. Colbert, as Shutt did 
with'Cain,-the democratic appointee f.or 
•the office ot engineer. 
-. Wheeler was named custodian by a 
-majority of the board, composed of 


• Governor Marshall and the two repub- 


lican state officials. Secretary of State 
Sims and 'Auditor of State Billhelmer. 
According to an act of. 1895 the board 
was vested with this power. Shutt was 
an appointee of the custodian. 


Held Act Ineffective. 


Governor Marshall appointed Colbert 


and Cain on the ground that the en- 


• rolled act of 1S95 was not in the hands 
^Df the secretary of state at the time 
the acts -of 1895 were compiled and 


-•was therefore ineffective. 
It was part 


of the democratic contention that the 
enrolled act has been vetoed by Gov- 


i ernor Claude Matthews and that the 


loss of the enrolled act had prevented 
it being made a part of the acts of 
1895. 


From a legal standpoint the ques- 


tion of the validity of the act was the 
only one involved. 
The court by' its 


decision held that the law was" valid. 
The fact of the enrolled act having 
been reported missing by the secretary 
of' state, it was held, did not invalidate 
it. The mere fact that it was missing 
was held did not destroy the law. Both 
cases hinged on the existence of the 
act. 
To decide that it was valid, as 


the supreme court did, was to decide 
that the board composed of governor, 
auditor of state and secretary of state, 
had the power of appointment of the 
state house custodian, who in turn, 
had the "power of appointment of the 
engineer. 


The democratic effort to save the 


appointment of engineer was based up- 
on a. "saving clause" in the act, which

statements concerning circumstantial evidence 
as opposed to evidence direct, since each c.ise 
takes its own peculiar form and must be ap- 
proached In a different way. 
I believe, how- 


ever, that circumstantial evidence is perfect- 
ly safe and that it has the advantage in that 
it does not so freely admit of perjury. 


"When two or three witnesses swear to 


having seen the actual transaction in question 
it is quite conceivable that they have invent- 
ed the story deliberately. You may say that 
the same is conceivable concerning a witness 
who presents a circumstance, but here is the 
distinction:—In a case of circumstantial evi- 
dence the links in the chain usually arc sup- 
plied by many unrelated individuals, each 
testifying to a separate, simple fact.

safety is in the number of them. 


"It is practically impossible that there 


should be understanding among so many per- 
sons for purposes of perjury. A circumstance 
is picked up here, ruiother there, many miles 
away, and in order to convict there must be 
no single flaw, no contradiction in the whole 
collection of statements. When a case of cir- 
cumstantial evidence is complete—and it must 
be so to stand—when it points to only one 
possible end, that of guilt, there is no reason 
to distrust it."

and variety of food necessary to lay In 
becomes a matter for serious thought. 
Here is a well thought out list given 
me by a college professor who fares 
forth each year, taking with him throe 
or four other adults and four phenom- 
enally hungry, growing boys. 
"We 


propose to live, as usual, off the coun- 
try for our milk and eggs, part of the 
time at least." quoth the professor, 
"and fish, small game and berries all 
the time. These, therefore, need not 
be taken Into account. 


"What we do take Is one package 


pancake meal, one package of wheat 
In some form 
for 
breakfast cereal, 


two dozen eggs as a starter, twenty 
loaves of bread, five pounds bacon, flve 
pounds ham, one leg of mutton (roast- 
ed,) one pound dried beef, one-half 
dozen cans evaporated cream (milk to 
be purchased en route.) three pounds 
coffee, one-quarter pound tea. three 
pounds loaf sugar, seven pounds gran- 
ulated sugar, three jars Jam, two cans 
peaches, two cans California prunes 
cured In their own sugar, six cans 
baked beans, three bottles of olives, 
three cans corn, three cans tomatoes 
fifteen pounds potatoes, five pounds 
onions, one bottle horso radish, eight

1770. and a committee 
was appointed to draft the Declaration consisting of 
Thomas Jefferson. John Adauis. Benjamin Franklin. 
Roger Sherman and Robert Livingston. 
Jefferson 


wrote the document, and alterations were made prin- 
cipally at the suggestion of Frauklin and Adams. 
The paper was submitted to Congress on June 28. it 
was laid on the table until July 1, when nine colonies 
voted in favor of it. 


Signing the Declaration. 


The independence resolution was actually adopted 


on July 2 and promulgated to the world on July 4. 
when John Hancock, of Massachusetts, aflixed to It 
bis bold signature. 


The other members of the Congress did not sign It 


until August 2, and the impressive scene connected 
with tlie signing was not witnessed until nearly a 
mouth later, although it is popularly associated with 
the Fourth of July. 


Centuries of the progress of the rights of man bear 


witness hi the Declaration that "sill men are created 
equal and are endowed by their Creator with certain 
unnlienablc rights, that among these are life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness" was not new, for it was 
recognized at Sinai. That governments derive theli 
just powers from the consent of the governed had 
been stated and restated in many ways since the be- 
ginning of the colonies. Thomas Jefferson was criti- 
cised at the time for lack ot originality In the Decla- 
ration. The document gained 'all the greater force 
from its statement of self-evident truths. Never was 
there a more raastqrjy presentation of a bill of griev- 
ances than is contained in the Declaration, which 
"submits the facts to a candid world."

In these days of peace and plenty the Fourth of 


July is given to "salutes of cannon and the ringing 
of bells and to the feu de joie,'1 with variations, us 
John Adams predicted that it would be, yet the ob- 
servance of the Fourth as an occasion for recalling 
memories past and giving thanks for 'i.he deeds uf 
the patriot forefathers is sporadic rather than general 
in the United States. The Declaration of Indepen- 
dence is not read- from the rostrum, as It once was in 
every community, and the orators to the links bavo 
gone.' 


So much has been taken here as a matter of course 


that it seems hard to realize that this anniversary is 
celebrated in the very England from which. liberty 
was wrested, and that observances of it are official iy 
ordered in many lauds beyond the seas. The Fourth 
of July has become international In scope, for it has 


cl'.arters. 
The Massachusetts charter, for instance, 


sots forth that the colonists shall be considered "as if 
they and every one of them were born within the 
realm of England." As British subjects, theu, they 
maintained that they should be entitled to representa- 
tion, and therefore each colony had its assembly, 
which determined upon all matters of the common 
weal and established rates of taxation. It was one 
of the principles expressed in the Magna Charta that 
.the Common Council of the kingdom "was to assess 
an aid or to assess a scutage," and again, in }GSS, it 
was declared by the British people, then well on their 
way to constitutional liberty, that "no money was to 
he levied for the Crown without grant, of Parlia- 
ment." 


The Declaration of Rights was a forerunner of the 


Declaration of Independence. There is nothing more 
essentially British than the dictum that there shall 
be no taxation without representation. Of the early 
American statesmen only Franklin and Otis wished 
to have representation in the British Parliament. 
The others considered that their own assemblies 
should be the legislative bodies entirely and that if 
any taxes were to be imposed they should be collected 
only with the consent of the colonial assemblies. 


The question of taxation, however, did not enter 


into any controversies, for It was not until the middls 
of the eighteenth century that Great Britain, ex- 
hausted by many wars and seeking to replenish the

Qists been essentially British there would probably 
never have been any Declaration of Independence. 
It is as natural for the Briton' to demand his rights 
as it is for him to live. The war of the Revolution 
was largely due to the fact that the two thousand 
miles of water between London and the colonies 
caused Parliament to lose sight of the ties of con- 
sanguinity-and of race. 


Although the original thirteen colonies were so 


essentially English in thought and feeling they had 
never actually been established by England as a 
national enterprise. The only one which had ever 
received any official aid whatever ^vas Georgia, and 
that was not sufficient to carry any such feeling 
ot dependence as is essential for the 
preserva- 


tion of intimate colonial relations. 
The right to 


colonize the North American continent had been 
granted by charters from a British king. According 
to the feudal system, which was then rapidly be- 
coming effaced, the king owned all the land and 
•distributed it among various favored vassals. 


Fdbles of Wealth. 


The sovereign in the same way regarded the New 


World as if it had been won by the sword. The most 
extravagant ideas prevailed with regard to the wealth 
of the American lands. It was at one time soberly 
believed in England that gold aud silver and precious 
stones could be' hyd for the taking and that the 
natives were the possessors of fabulous wealth. The 
king gave the charters in most cases with the idea 
that he would profit greatly from mines which would 
yield enormous returns to the royal exchequer. 


When the colonists came here they found it neces- 


sary to make good their titles either by peaceful bar- 
gains with the Indians or by force of arms. From 
the very first the spirit of independence was fostered 
for fiefs which had to be maintained by constant 
•vigilance and negotiations and by show of force did 
not carry with them a deep sense of obligation. 
Indeed, eveu at tljat early day, although for the 
throne the colonists entertained feelings of loyalty 
and devotion, a shrewd idea was abroad that the 
king did not really own the land which be had be- 
stowed by'his charter. The conquest of nature and 
of the savages begot a rugged independence which 
as the years went by became more and more dis- 
tasteful to the authorities in England. 


Yet the idea of separation from the Crown w.is of 


slow growth. The forefathers maintained that they 
were British subjects, although not living within the

Taxation a Problem. 


Having reached the decision to tax the colonies, the

It seems that a small amount of sour 


milk is suitable for best purposes In 
the stomach of the hog, and the re- 
sults of feeding sour milk are equal, 
sometimes superior, in the tests to 
those of sweet milk. 


This does not argue that you can 


feed hogs vinegar or a very strong.acid, 
as Lewis has pronounced 
decidedly 


against sour swill, sour fruit, etc., as a 
hog feed. 


But the acid in what is termed sour 


milk is not excessive, and seems to be 
about right for feeding purposes. 
A 


great many years ago, before the in- 
troduction of separators, the dairyman 
soured all. his milk before skimming, 
as'it caused the cream to rise better 
and quicker, and pigs fed this milk 
were made to grow rapidly. In a meas- 
ure it is better for pig feeding purposes 
than separator milk, as the skimming 
is not so clean and the butter fat is not 
so fully taken out as by the separator 
process. 


You will find that sour milk is a 


first-class pig feed, especially when 
mixed with shorts or cornmeal, as this 
improves the:-value of both.

MUST KEEP THE ROADS DRY 


The most Important thing in the 


building of roads is to prevent or less- 
en the ravages of water: yet no feature 
of the work- Is so 'neglected as this. 
Many local road supervisors seem to 
give no consideration to the question 
of the drainage, and the result is a 
regular mud blockade during several 
weeks or months of the year. 


There are a few simple rules the 


following of which would go far toward 
bettering the roads of this country. 


The road should be so located and 


constructed as to avoid steep grades 
down which the water rushes during 
heavy rains, tearing up and washing 
away the road material. 


The foundation of the road should be 


thoroughly 
drained by 
open 
side 


ditches which will carry off the water, 
and where necessary tilo drains should 
be laid in the" foundation itself. 
The 


surface of the road should be hard and 
smooth and have sufficient slope toward 
the sides to shed the surftice water. 
Ruts and holes on the surface of the 
finished road should be filled as fast as 
made.

and milked with due regard to clean- 
liness.
